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Effects of Tiipperware closing will be severe 


Retail dollar, pay-roll losses 
to be felt over Magic Valley

JEROME — The announced clos' 
ing of Tuppcrwarc Co. at Jerome will 
take trucks off local highways, 
dollars out of retail .stores and. 
possibly, population out of local 
towns. 

The fallout will descend over the 
next six months, as the food con- 
tainer manufacturer slowly 
withdraws machines and workers 
from the factory. 

But the effects arc expected to be 
severe, business leaders said Tues- 
day as the news sunk In. 

Tupperwarc's top executive for 
manufacturing in North America 
announced the phased departure 
Monday to employees, community 
leaders and the media. Clark Leslie 
said the IS-year-oId plant would be 
shut and its production moved to 
two other Tuppcrwarc plants in 
South Carolina and Tcnncsssce. 

The change will idle 700 workers at 
, Jerome and eliminate an annuaP" 
payroll between $9 and Sto million. 

Underlying effects reach even 
deeper into the Magic Valley 
economy. A College of Southern 
Idaho study In 1984 found that each 
payroll dollar changes hands 5,3 
times as it moves through the local 
businesses, said Mike Glenn, assis- 
tant to CSI’s president and a former 
business division head. 

The study suggests the Tupper- 
ware closing will take away S47.7 
million in annual spending power 
, from payroll alone. Even a rock-

bottom 3.2 multiplier used by ex- 
perts such as Joe Herring of Region 
IV Development Association sug- 
gests impact of $28.8 million. 

Retailers arc not yet sure how 
their sales will be affected, said Don 
Chandler, manager of the Magic 
Valley Mall at Twin Falls, which 
draws from the region. Rut there 
will be fewer dollars flowing through 
their cash registers. 

"Due to lack of jobs, there’s going 
to be less spendable income, but it's 
hard to say at this point exactly how 
much.” he said. "We're just hoping 
new industry is going to replace the 
jobs that are lo.st due to the Tup- 
pcrwarc closing, (to) replace those 
lost dollars," 

Most likely, families with fewer- 
dollars will maintain spending on 
basic necessities and trim elective 
or "thrill" buying. Chandler said. 

Also unknown i.s how many 
workers will choose to move to Tup- 
perware's two other plants. The 
company said they would offer 
employees Jobs and some moving 
assistance. 

Real cstato agents are watching 
that situation. Bonny Ross, broker 
of Pioneer Realty in Jerome and 
past president of. the Jerome 
Chamber of Commerce, said prices 
for homes had dropped before the

WASHINGTON - Slates refusing 
to adopt a minimum drinking age of 
21 can be forced lo forfeit some fed- 
eral highway aid, ihc Supreme Court 
ruled Tuesday. 

By a 7-2 vote, the justices upheld a 
1984 law in which Congress voted to 
• withhold money from states falling 
lo raise the legal drinking age. Most 
-states already have compiled. 

The court said the law Is a valid 

usc_o(_Congrcss' spending power to 

promofe public safety by discourag- 
ing drunken driving by teen-agers. 

Idaho once was a party lo the 
case, but dropped out several mon- 
ths ago after Attorney .General Jim 
Jones said he became convinced 
South Dakota would lose. 

Idaho, under the threat of the loss 
3f $4.5 million in federal highway 
funds this year and twice that 
amount in subsequent years, raised 


Ihc legal drinking age in April. The 
federal fundshavebeen restored. . 

Jones said it would have been bel- 
ter for Idaho If South Dakota had 
dropped its challenge, because Tues- 
day’s ruling represents a setback on 
the issue of states’ rights versus 
Congress. 

- In other decisions, the c;ourt: 

• Ruled, C-2, that a Washington 
state manufacturing tax favoring 
some In-state businesses 
discriminates against interstate 
commerce. The decision coi^ld force 
a major overhaul In Ih'c busincsstlax 
systems of most slates. 

• Shut down another potential ma- 
jor source of stale revenue by 
declaring unconstilutlonal, 5-4, two 
successive Pennsylvania "Hal 
taxes” on the Interstate trucking 
industry. ' 

• Overturned a Supreme Court rul- 
ing that had stood for 120 years os it 
decided unanimously that federal 


courts may force slates lo' extradite 
fugitives to other. states. 

The ininimum-drinking-age law 
had been attacked by South Dakola 
as a violation of the Constitution's 
21st Amendment, which in 1933 
repealed Prohibition and gave stales 
broad power over liquor distribution 
within their borders. .' A 

But Chief Justice William/.H. 
Rchnquisl. writing for the court, 
said the 21sl Amendment docs not 
bar Congress from tying highway 
money to stale passage of such laws. 

'•Congress found that the differing 
drinking ages in the states created 
particular Incentives for young per- 
sons to combine their desire lo drink 
with their ablllly to drive, and that 
this Inlcrstatir problem required a 
national solution," Rehriqulst said.

UlS. debt 
plunge hits 
$263 billion

AVASHINGTON - The Unit- 
ed States owed the rest of the 
world $2G3.6 billion at the end 
of 198G, more than double the 
previous year's total as thc. 
country accelcralcd Us plunge 
as the 'World's largest debtor 
nation,. the government said 
Tuesday. 

The annual report from the 
Commerce Department show- 
ed America’s foreign debt 
burden shot uplSS percent last 
year, outpacing the combined 
debt of Brazil, Mexico aqd 
Argentina, Ihc three previous 
debt leaders.

Ex-CIA employee tells 
of fake bill sent North

WASHINGTON - A former CIA 
employee Icstificd Tuesday he in- 
stalled a $13,900 security system at 
the home of LI. Col. Oliver North 
and then exchanged backdated 
documents with North to make It 
appear the Marine officer, not 
others, paid for the work. 

Glenn A. RobIncUc. who made 
more than $2,000 on the deal, said he 
assumed the taler invoices he 
prepared for the installation were 
part of a cover-up. He had already 
been paid by retired Air Force MaJ. 
Gen. Ulchard V. Secord. 

Sccord. who work(Ml with North in 
operations sending U.S. arms to Iran 
and channeling some profiUs lo the 
Contras In Nicaragua, also figured in 
later testimony Involving much 
larger amounts. 

A former Defense Department of- 
ficial, who had helped start a Secord 
legal defense fund, said he resigned 
as a trustee last Friday because he 


became suspicious of the large' 
amounts of money - a half million 
dollars in all - coming in from 
anonvmnus sources. 

A commlllcc lawyer, questioning 
Noel C. Koch, said the money came 
from a Swiss. bank account, presum- 
ably the one used for the arms pro- 
fits Ir.in-sactions. ' • 

Koch, a former deputy assistant' 
secretary of defense -for interna-' 
lional security affairs, said SccorB; 
told him he didn't know who lh£; 
donor was. s.

Last year, foreign Investment in 
the United States jumped 26 percent 
to S1.331 trillion while American In- 
vestment overseas posted a smaller 
13 percent increase to a new total at 
the end of the year of $1,068 trillion. 

■ As recently as 1982, the United 
States was still the world's largest 
creditor country, with an invest- 
ment surplus of $137 billion. But 
since that time, Americans have 
transferred billions of dollars into 
the hands of foreigners who look the 
money in payment for cars, televi- 
sion sets and other imported pro- 
duets.. 

By 1984. the string of record trade 
deficits had shrunk the U.S. Invest- 


accordlng to documents released by 
the committees and described dur- 
ing the hearing by committee 
lawyer Paul Barbadoro.

Tupperware closing 
brings home reality 

The terms “economic development” and 
“economic recovery” are thrown about so loosely by 
politicians, government officials, media, and the 
business community that its easy to lose sight of the 
true meaning of “economics.” 

But the cold, hard reality of the business world was 
tragically demonstrated Monday when Tupperware 
officials announced they will close the firm’s Jerome 
plant and move all production to existing factories 
east of the Mississippi River by the end of the year. 

The shutdown in Jerome will mean the loss of 700 
jobs and an annual payroll of about SIO million for the 
Magic Valley. 

While this devastating news shouldn’t discourage 
efforts to improve our area’s economy, it should 
serve as a rude slap in the face for those who dream 
about the grand projects of the future without 
acknowledging economic reality. The closure reminds 
us that an area’s economy is dependent on more than 
rhetoric and reports by consultants. 

Tupperware’s announcement reminds us that even 
when Idahoans pursue a better business climate by 
promoting such things as Right-to-Work legislation 
and the investment tax credit, our economy, like it 
or not, is at the mercy of business decisions made • 
beyond the region and state. 

Indeed, Tupperware officials, when describing the 
reasons for pulling out of Idaho, did not cite high 
wages or high taxes. They said a new distribution 
system and unused capacity at two other factories in 
the South have made the location of the Jerome 
plant a hindrance to the company’s new shipping 
system. 

None of this should imply that Magic Valley's 
community leaders should roll over and play dead 
because of this setback. The plant closure docs sug- 

.gest.that.economlc. development ..for_our..area_now: 

means not only attracting new businesses, and pro- 
moting new projects, but remembering the role of 
small businesses and trying to hold on to what we 
already have here. 

For the Tupperware employees at. the Jerome 
plant, economic development now means the possibil- 
ity of relocating to another plant or finding another 
job in the Magic Valley. I, 

At worst, the plant closure will create much per- 
sonal hardship, even tragedy, for many Magic Valley 
residents. At best, most ol the workers, we hope, will 
be able to adjust to this change and get on with their 
lives with a minimal amount of trauma. ' 

' But there is no point to painting a rosy picture op 
expressing falsfi optimism over Tupperware's deci- 
sion. The loss olf the Jerome plant is a major blow for 
the Magic yalley and the entire state. It won’t be 
easy to recover from this one. /

Whether the same con- 
siderations would apply to Ihc president's subor- 
dinates would depend on whether they acted at 
his direction or on their own. 

In some areas It may be all right for Congress 
to express Us will in ambiguous terms and then 
leave it to Ihc courts and others to decide what 
It really meant.

INDIANAPOLIS (AP) - About a 
dozen children will be tested (or 
AIDS after they played with vials of 
blood and syringes found in a trash 
bln outside a health clinic. 

Two of the IS vials of blood in the 
-trash were contaminated with the 
VaIDS vims, said Dr. Frank Johnson, x 
director of the Marion Couiily 
Health Department. One of those 
vials had been been opened by the 
youths; the other remained scaled,. 
hesaid. 

The source of the contaminated 
blood is an AIDS patient who was 
treated at the Mclrollealth clinic. 

Johnson said that although the 
chances of the children contracting 
the deadly disease "arc reasonably 
low." they would be tested for AIDS 
and would be given a precautionary 
hepatitis vaccine. 

Johnson said the children were be- 
tween the ages of 8 and the "early 


teens,” Officials had contacted the 
families of eight of the children 
Monday and wore trying to reach 
the others Tuesday, he said. 

Authorities said one group_ of 
children found the contaminated 
items on Friday, the same day they 
were discarded, and hid them behind 
some shrubbery. 

On Friday or Saturday, another 
group of youths found the hidden 
Hems and broke some of the vials. 
Authorities don'l know if any of the 
youths were cut on broken glass. 

Johnson said the children could 
contract AIDS or other diseases if 
the blood came In contact with open 
wounds or scratches from the broken 
vials. 

The blood was brought to the at- 
tention of an off-duty Marlon County 
sheriff's lieutenant who said a 
neighbor boy gave him two vials af 
blood and a syringe Sunday evening. 


Vicki F. Perry, executive director 
of Mctrollcallh, would not comment 
on specifics of the Incident. 

"What 1 can tell you at. this point 
is we’re 'bringing in an outside in- 
vestignllon." Ms. Perry said. "We 
arc working very closely with -the 
county health department.” 

Johnson criticized the clinic for ' 
discarding the tainted blood pro- 
ducts in the trash bln. but said there 
arc -no laws governing disposal of 
blood infected with AIDS. 

"It is a poor practice, but they are 
not breaking any regulations." 
Johnson said Tuesday. “This is not a 
widespread practice. It is more like- 
ly to occur in small offices or 
laboratories." 

Mosl hcailh (acilillcs heal blood 
that is lo be disposed to kill any 
viruses or bacteria, he- said, while 
olher facilities incinerate Infected 
blood.

The Democrats unifed behind 
(heir budget under continued fire by 
Reagan. In a speech lo a business 
group Tuesday, the president said 
Congress' plan “declared war on 
Amcric.-)n Jobs*' l>ecause it calls for 
raising taxes by S19.3. billion next 
year. 

Despite the tax Iwost. the plan 
would leave a deficit of nearly $l3f 
billion for Ihc year beginning Oct. 1. 
well alravc the limit Congress pro- 
mised in the Gramm-Rudman 
budget alancing. law. ' However. 
Democrats said their plan cut red 
ink $37 billion from where it would be 
without action, aboiit the same os 
(he plan Reagan submitted. 

The budget resolution docs not re- 
quire the president's approval, but 
he has repeatedly threatened to veto 
the taxes called for in the measure, 
w-hich Is a guide for Ihc year's fiscal 
IcgislattuD. lie h.is also said he would 
ignore Congress’ priorities in favor 
of his own. when deciding which 
spending bills he signs. 

Confronting Reagan's refusal to 
compromise. Ihc Democrats lied a 
portion of Ihc mililary budget lo 
their tax increases, which would 
total SM.3 billion over Ihrec years, 
$44.5 billion more than the prcsidral ' 
proposed. The Democratic plan docs 
not speedy which taxes would be 
raised, hut it stales that income lax 
rates should not be increased. 

Democratic leaders concede that 
even if Congres.s passed a lax bill, 
they could not override a veto. 

Reagan on Tuc.sday continued his 
public campaign lo win from Con- 
gress more power over the budget 
process ,ns part of what he calls “an 
economic bill of rights."

j'We don’t know how It’s go_lng to be.” 
Galloway said. She added that "some of the 
workers arc excited and looking forward to It.” 
While details arc scarce. Tupperware an- 
nounced Monday It will close Us Jerome plant 
and spend $60 million expanding and moderniz- 
ing Us Homingway and Halls plants. The com- 
pany has offered to assist with moving ex- 
penses for Idohoans witting to move to the 
South. 

About G50 fuil-llme and 50 part-time workers 
In Jerome will be affected by the local closure 
during six months beginning In August, said 
Plant Manager John Forbes.

•JEROME - Jerome County could 
lose about Sioo.ooo or more in pro- 
perty taxes next year because of the 
closure of the Tupperware Co.'s 
plant. 

To add Insult to injury, said 
Jerome County Assessor John 
Wursl. "Taxes could increase to 
make up for the loss." 

The total amount of laxahle pro- 
perty at the 90-acre Tupperware fa- 
cility is valued at $21.7 million on 
1987 county lax rolls. The plant's 
valuation makes up 7.8 percent ot 
the total market value of all taxable 
properly In Jerome County. Wurst 
reported. 

According to county records, the 
plant paid S259.394 in 1986 properly 
taxes. Of that amount. SI 19.879 went 
to the Jerome School District: 
$f)0.i;i5 to Jerome County; S.32,781 to 
the College of Southern Idaho: 
S30.Q24 to llic Jerome Highway 
District; $8,531 to llic Jerome 
Recreation District: and $7,989 to 
the Jerome Fire District. 

When the plant' closes, the county 
•will not lose the cnllre amount of 
tax revenue it now collects from the 
plant. But it will lose a good share 
when the personal properly, such as 
Ihe machinery and other equipment, 
is removed. Wurst said. 

The plant's personal properly was 
valued at about $9.8 million on its 
1987 assessment notice. The lax loss 
from the personal properlv could be 
as high as $ 126 , 000 . based on an- 
ticipated increases to 1986 tax 
"levlcsrWurstsaUI. 

The projected loss also includes 
anticipated hikes in lax levies not 
restricted by the 1 Percent Initia- 
tive limitation, such as the levy 
Wurst termed the ".lalmi Char- 
boncau Taxing District." 

Jerome County is expeclcd to pay 
for the dcath-scnlencc appeal of 
convicted murderer Charboncau, 
which could cost up to $900,000. 

County Commissioner. Veronica 
Llcrman said the loss of the plant 
shrinks the tax base from which the 
county and- other taxing districts 


depend on for revenue. 

This year the county budget was 
already squeezed by decreased tax 
revenue, she said. Because the reve- 
nue from December ccUectlons was 
less than anticipated, • the county 
had to borrow money, to carry it 
through until the June collections. 

The commmlssioners are beginn- 
ing lo budget for the next fiscal 
year, which starts Oct. 1. They will 
iook closely at expenses lo “ease the 
pain" of the Tupperware loss, Lier- 
man said. But it the budget can't be 
cut. the remaining property owners 
will have lo make up for the revenue 
lost from the Tupperware closure, 
she said. 

"(Raising taxes) is the only way 
lo make up the loss It you can’t cut 
back. lt’.s something wc are all con- 
cerned about.” Llcrman added. 

Even if the plant closes this year, 
Tupperware will be responsible for 
paying the full amount ot Us 1987 lax 
bill because the company Is taxed 
based on Us status as of Jan. 1. 1967. ’ 

Come Jan. 1. 1988, -however, the 
plant may be Just a shell, emptied of 
people, machinery and office equip- 
ment. ' 

If that occurs. Jerome County will 
continue assessing and collecting 
taxes on the remaining land and 
buildings. Wurst said. But he is not 
yet sure liow Uie vacant status of 
the building will affect the valuation 
of the property for taxing purposes. 

- The (nxiiblo land- and improve- 
mcnis — composed of the buildings 
and Improvements lo them — were 
valued at about $ 11.6 million on the 
1987 lax mils, Wurst said. The 1986 
■valuation was aboul $12 million. 

About eight acres of land, which 
contains a public pool and park. Is 
not taxed. Wurst said.

RICHFIELD - The Richfield 
School Board has approved a new 
budget that Includes more money for 
teachers In the 1987-88 school year. 

The plan goes Into effect on July I, 
with an increase of $53,655 over lost 
year’s budget. The new budget 
t0tals$830,935. ' 


It Includes on average nay raise 
for teachers of G percent. It also 
raises base pay for teachers from 
$14,000 to $15,000, the amount 
recommended by the Legislature. 

'The overall increase and the In- 
crease In teachers' pay comes from 
the additional state funding ap- 
proprlotcd by the Legislature for the 
upcoming school year, says 
Superintendent Gene Waite. 


Local taxes arc making a smaller 
contrteution to the budget this year. 
■The amount covered by the taxes In 
the new budget is $G3,789, a decrease 
of $5,721 last year. The decrease Is 
the result of a change in the educa- 
tion funding method approved by the 
Legislature that puls more of the 
burden on the slate, Waltc says.

SP engineers 
begin repairs 
on causeway 

SALT LAKE CITY (AP) - 
Souihern Pacific railroad engineers 
expected to complete repairs Tues- 
day on their causeway across the 
Great Salt Lake, which was partially 
washed out by gusling winds and 
waves during a passing summer 
storm. 

About thrcc-lcnths of a mile of I 
causeway between Lakeside and I 
Promontory Pcnin.sula was washed I 
out and 3H other sections damaged 
Monday by winds of up to SO mph 
that sent 8-fool waves crashing over 

the rail line. 

Several tralrilo'ads bf'bmildcrs and 

fill material were hauled to repair 
the damaged sections and crews 
were replacing one section of rails 
that was twisted by the waves. 
Southern Pacific officials estimated 
the line would be repaired by about G 
p.m.TuMday, _ 

Union Pacific Railroad Co. officials 
said' their main line around the 
southern end of the lake wasn't 
damaged, 

■ "Mother Nature Is testing us one 
more time." said SP spokesman 
. Gerald Pera said. "It’s going to he 
an ongoing problem. It's a real 
unscllllng thing to us from our cor- 
porate .standpoint." 

.However, the damage Isn't as bad 
ns that caused by other storms dur- 
ing the last two years. Pera .said. 
Engineers said the waves destabiliz- 
ed the rock foundation in the 38 
damaged sections hut did not bend 
the steel (racks. 

"We’ll have to go through there 
with a ballast regulator, settle the 
rocks back into position and realign 
the track.” Pera said. "Wc lucked 
out. It’s not really that serious. The 
only place where the rail was bent 
was where the causeway was washed 
out," 

Pera said the storm re-emphasized 
the need to lower the level of the 
lake, and the railroad hopes the west 
desert pumping project will reduce 
some of the threat. 

The pumping project' which went 
Into operation In .April, Is expected 
to lower the lake level more than a 
foot this year and 0 to Ji Inches in- 
subsequent years. 

Southern Pacific, which runs about 
a dozen trains dally over the 
causeway, rerouted them onto Union 
Pacific’s tracks while the causeway 
was under repair.

Sometimes you've got to 
lough it out," 

Show, who has had previous run- 
ins with teammates, was taken out 
of Sunday's game with the San 
Francisco Giants after only one* 
third of an inning. . He gave up four 
runs, but an error and a questionable 


fielding decision were Instrumental 
inhiscarlycxil. 

Before he loft the mound. Show 
gestured angrily toward the field 
and scoreboard and had aheated ex- 
change with .Manager Larry Bowa. 
San Diego went on to lose to the 
Giants, 11-2, dropping the Padres' 
record to 22-48. 

. Show denied that he told Bowa he 
was taking out the wronjLptoyer or 
had blamed his teammates for not 
supporting him. 

"Basically. I asked why I was be- 
ing taken out, the type of hits i was 
giving up and the circumstance I 
was In.” Show said. "I said. 'What 
can someone do about it.' " The 
pitcher also criticized Gwynn for ex- 
■ pressing views based on rumors. 

"Tony has popped off before about 
me," Said Show.

ST. LOUIS — At a restaurant here 
known os the SL Louis Opera House, 
the name of the bouse band is Brian 
Clarke and theSL Louis Browns. 

In another area of town, RIcb 
Hawksley runs a shop called the 
Baseball Collectors' Comer, wfaidi 
deals exclusively In St Louis Browns 
memorabilia. 

' Every Friday in Calabasas. Calif., 

' a. group of men meets for lunch, 
peipetuatlng the existence of the old 
St Louis Browns Fans Club of 
Chicago. 

Bill. Borsl, a professor with a 
Ph.D. In history, launched the SL 
Louis Browns Fans Club here three 
years ago. and it has grown from S 
to more than 500 members, ioclnding 
S' Jesuit priest iu Japan, actor 
Dabney Coleman, three members in 
Ldnddn and at least three dozen in 
C^ifomia. The club bolds an annual 
dloiuer, inducting former pbyers In- ' 
(6' wbal's known as the SL Louis 
B^wns Hall of Fame. 

• In Baltimore, where SL Louis’ 
American League franchise was 
mpved in l^, a minicontroversy 
nos developed about whether the 
records of the old Browns ought to 
be kept with the records of the 
Orioles. 

^IVhat's going on here? A rock 'n' 
rttll band named the SL Louis 
Brawns? A nostalgia nook where the 
items run from . Oscar Uelillo’s 
Qhlforro to Matt Batts' bat? A week- 
^.juach (or a group whose stogan us- 
ed to be, “Are we downhearied? No 
— we're Brawn-bearted!"? A Hall of 
Fame — ' not Shame — for the SL 
Louis Browns?

didn’t really move. They were exor- 
cised from SL Louis after the 1953 
season. 

This was a franchise better known 
for its one-armed outfielder. Pete 
Cray in 1945. and its midget pinch 
hitter. Eddie Gacdel in 1951. than ita 
greatest player. George Sisler, 191S- 
27. or its only pennant in the war 
yearoli944. 

The Browns finished last or next to 
last' 22 times. In eight of those 
they lost 100 or more games. 

They once drew only 90,000 in an 
entire season, For Ihelr last game, 
on Sept. 27, 1^. they drew 3,174. 
The players were unable to take bat- 
ting practice that day because the 
financially strapped team was short 
of baseballs. 

‘*1 don’t know what-it is. but there 
seems lo be a resurgence of interest 
in the Browns.” says Brian Clarke, 
the guitarist who heads Ihc group at 
the SL Louts Opera House. “You sec 
kids In the nci^borhood wearing St. 
Louis Browns hats. It must be big 
enough that somebody's started 
making them again." 

Despite his-group’s name. ClarkC' 
is too young to have seen the team

“We formed our group in 1984.. he 
said. 'That was the 40th anniver- 
sary of the Browns’ only pennant, so 
it seemed like a good name. Now. 


it's a conversation piece. Young 
people who never heard of the 
I Browns come up and ask where wc

Borst, 43. is another unlikely 
Brown booster. He grew up in the 
New York City borough of Quccqs, a 
fan of the Brooklyn Dodgers because 
of his mother and Vln Scully. 

“Scully taught me baseball,’’ 
Borst says. “My love for the game Is 
the rcsultofhls vocal cords.” 

After the Dodgers moved to Los 
Angeles. Borst became a Met fan. 
Then, in a prime example of poor 
timing, he moved to St. Louis In the 
summer of I9G9. just as the" Mels 
were starting a tear that wouldn't 
end until they had won the World 
I Scries. 

In 1984. Borsl met some fellow 
members of the Brooklyn Dodgers 
, Fan Club in Cooperstown. N.Y.. dur- 
ing the induction of Pec Wee Reese 
into the Hail of Fame. At the 
Albany, N.Y.. airport ,on the way 
home. Borst. who had read an infor- 
mal history of the Browns bv a 
Chicago author, got lo talking about 
the franchise. 

"It had a S2-ycar history." Borst 
said. “Despite the lack of success. It 
was still rich, in tradition, and I fell 
that it wasan endangered species.” 

By October. Borsl' had rounded up 
, a small group to start the club, 

. which, he pedantically Insists, is of- 
. iiclally the St, Louis Browns llistorl- 
I cal Society. 

Borst leaches a college course 
called “Baschall a.s a Social Histo- 
! ry.’t has a two-hour weekly radln 
I show and has written several books, 
including a paean to the Browns.

. SI. l.ouis Browns." and a trivia col- 


Iccllon about the Browns that In- 
cludes ill questions. 

“One for every game the team lost 
in 1939.’’ Borslsaid. 

At the, fan club's first "Hall of 
Fame’’ dinner in 19H5, George Sisler. 
Kenny Williams. George .McQuinn 
and Ned Garver were inducted. 
Others honored since then have been 
Roy Slcvers. Urban Shocker, Johnny 
Tobin. Harlond Clift, Luke Sewell,, 
Satchel Paige and Biiliy Doll Jacob- 
son. 

I Old Brownies'Nels Poller and Don 
Guttcrldgc have been Indignant that 
they haven’t been included.

Borsl estimated that out of 700 
Brownies, 235 arc still alive. The 
youngest Is J.W. Porter, 54. and the 
oldest is John Daley, 100, whose en- 
tire big Icagup career was an event- 
ful 17 games with the Browns In 1912. 

Daley hit an insidc-lhc-park homer 
at Fenway Park and claims that 
after taking a called third strike in 
another appearance, he coined the 
excuse. “You can’t hit what you 
can’t sec.” 

The 86-ycar-old Sewell, who 
managed the Browns to their only 
pennant — Ifi members of the team 
were 4-F and exempt from the draft 
In World War 11 — died in May, a 
week before the fan club was going 
to honor him. 

Hawksley, ihc Browns collector, 
works at Anheu.scr-Busch. which is 
paradoxical because it was the 
lirewory that bought the rival Car- 
dinals In 1953 and. according to 
Vccck. Indirectly forced him lo sell 
the Browns lo'out-of-town interests. 

"1 always rooted for the Browns 
instead q{ the Cardinals,” the 47- 
year-old Hawksley said.: “1 think It 
was because the Browns had the 
Knothole Gang and you could go to 
most of Ihc games free.” 

Hawksley hits the ticket stub from 
the last game the Browns ever 
lilayed, .

In Phi wiiT , Ariz.. David Maurer, 
vice president of economic develop- 
ment for the Phoenix Chamber of 
Commerce, said that most talk 
there had switched to landing an ex- 
pansion franchise to the NFL. 

"The NFL has been more 
specific,” said Maurer. “There has 
bett more substance.” 

Maurer said that be believed the

Robert Mulcaby. chairman of the 
New Jersey Sports and EIxposiUon 
Authority, said that the potential 
cities and sites (or new major-league 
bas^ll teams, had been left with no 
direction.

Pesticide residues: Consumers urge better protection

WASHINCTON — Ralph Nader wrote to 
several large supermarket chains last year 
bsklhg that they stop selling apples treated 
with damlnozido, a farm chemical shown to 
cause cancer in laboratory animals. 

Four grocery chains, plus several apple- 
juice and baby-food companies agreed, and 
turned, to suppliers who grew apples 
without damlnozidc. Meanwhile, the chem- 
ical Is still on the market. 

Thus, in the case of Alar, the trade name 
for damlnozidc, organized consumer 
pressure brought about stricter account- 
ability than the govcrnpienl has yet re- 
quired. It showed how In some cases the 
marketplace can move faster than the 
bureaucracy.

should be slgnlflcanUy Improved to better 
protect the food supply from carcinogenic 
pcslicldcs, raises the d^atc of what con- 
sumers can do — both personally and col- 
lectively — to bring about change and 
reduce their own risks. 

The report picked 15 foods. estimated to 
have the greatest potential risk- It did not 
Imply that these 15 foods arc actually dan- 
gerous as they arc correnUy grown and 


' marketed, but that regulations leR them 
with the greatest allowable risk. 

In the case of tomatoes, for Instance, not 
only arc they widely consumed, but more 
carcinogenic, fungicides , are approved for 
them than for any other food. However, it 
is unlikely that all. of those fungicides 
would boused at one time. 

NAS us^ the worst-ease scenario that 
assumed pesticide residues were present In 
foods at the maximum tolerance level, that 
100 percent of the acreage of the crop was 
treated and that exposure occurred over a 
70-ycarllfclimc. ‘ 

The report “fj not a food-safety issue." 
said committee member Donald Blsslng of 
FMC Corp.. a manufacturer of agricultural 
machinery and. chemicals. Rather, ho said, 
the numbers were mean! to Identify 
regulatory priorities. 

While the public "shouldn’t stop eating 
tomatoes." said Richard Wiles, project of- 
ficer for the NAS study, “people should be 


concerned." Wiles said that the fundamen- 
tal problem is that the regulatory system 
perpetuates exposure to chemicals that 
arc more hazardous than many safer alter- 
natives. . . 

There are only bits and pieces of data on 
aclual pesticide residues in food as con- 
sumed. although more is surfacing as a 
result of the NAS report, according lo 
Wiles. 

The most comprehensive information to 
datc.ls the Food and Drug Administration's 
Total Diet Study, which Involves the 
analysis of 234 foods, prepared arid cooked 
os consumers actually cat them. 

In 13S6 pesticide residues on these foods 
were well below acceptable daily intpk^, 
according to Ellis Gunderson, chemist with 
the FDA's Division ol Contaminants Chem- 
istry. The study is limited, however, 
because it docs not analyze every pesticide 
for whidi there Is-a regulated tolerance. 

Even so. cnvironmcntol groups have tong 


criticized the inclhods by which tolerances 
arc set. Almost half of all registered 
pcsticldtjs lack funtlamcnlal safely studies 
on which tolerances arc set, a factor that 
leads advocates to believe that their rlst^ 
arc greater than currently knbwn. 

Al least nine fungicides presently us^ 
arc known to cause tumors In animals, ac- 
cording to ERA. For example, one widtRy 
used one. mancozeb. was estimated by 
ERA to have a risk of 2.2 cancers per 
100.000 people, when it breaks down to a 
• more dangerous chemical In the body. 

From a con.sumer standpoint, it is vir- 
tually impossible to determine what 
pesticides have been used on a particular 
food, given the complexity of the distribu- 
tion chain, and the fact that although 
numerous chemicals arc often rcglslcred 
for a given crop, they may not aclually-be 
employed. -

The ancient pea: Popular for eating, mythmaking 


Peas arc more than just a 
vegetable. They not only make good 
soup but they also have been used to 
heal wounds, make beer and foretell 
the future. 

Peas arc one of the earliest known 
cultivated plants, according to on 
article' in Country Living, and were 
thought to have been first grown in 
Asia. 

Peas were popular with the Eg^ 
tians some 4,000 years ago. Peasants 
In ancient Greece bou^t hot pea 


soup on street corners and peas were 
included in a number of Roman 
recipes. 

Tte conquering Romans introdne- 
ed peas to Europe and in medieval 
times peasants ate bread from pea 
flour or bought pea soup from street 
vendors. 

Peas traveled to the New World, 
where early settlers each received 
"2 bushels of pease" among the sup- 
plies meant lo last them a year. 

In Massachusetts, an early menu 


mentioned "a Dish of Pease” in the 
second course, together with "Ar- 
tichoak Pyc. Venison Pasty. 
Lobsters and Salmon." 

It was about that time that the 
language changed. Previously, 
"pease” was a collective word for 
both singular and plural. Now it 
referred only to the plural and the 
new word "pea’’ was the singular. 

The plural spelling did not change 


from "pease" lo "peas" until the 
end of the l9lh century. 

Peas also have been used as medi- 
cine. In Germany, they were applied 
lo wounds and bruises. In China, 
they were believed to help fight 
fevers. In Scotland they were 
prescribed to case chest pains. In 
many countries., measles patients 
were washed in water saved from j 
boiled peas. The first American her- I 
bal guide in 180] said peas were I 
softening, nourishing and laxative.

"What 
a person has to do is knock on these big 
- doors, and speak to ’the chef — always — 
"jicvcr to management, Never. Always go to 
the chef." 

;; In this field, he says one must have the 
i-oblllty to move fast, and learn how to use 


both hands effectively. "And,” he adds, 
"move quickly, and not waste steps, because 
every wasted step Is a wasted second, and 
you need every second when you're busy.” 
Another mark of. a good chef, he says,' is 
execution or putting the product out quickly 
and in quantity without sacrificing quality. 

One of the main rules of the profession Is 
"If you screw It up, you’d better know how to 
fix it," he says. "For instance, if you put loo 
much salt in. you peel four potatoes, cut 
them In half (use one for home cooking) and 
throw them In. It draws out the salt.” 

He says he enjoys working at the saute 
station, which means constant movement. 

The following saute recipe is designed to 
serve one, but can be doubled, tripled or 
quadrupled. More than four servings arc dif- 
ficult tosaulc, he says. 

CHICKEN FRANCAIS'

Cut one 10 ounce breast of boneless Jullcn-

'Have the' llngulnc cooked (adding a little 
salt and oil to* the boiling water) and ready 
before bcgfnnitig to saute the rest of the in- 
gredients. Watkins. says when llngulnc is 
done, it will change color from a dark yellow 
tootmost while. 

Put clarified butler Into an aluminum 
saute pan — It must be aluminum. A gas 
flame Is best, but an electric stove will 
work. Heat pan and butter to the highest 
beat. Add Julicnncd chicken' brca.sts. Shake 
at all times, or It will stick. As soon as you 
put the chicken in. you should hcar'the scar- 
ing sounds that Indicate an extremely hot 
pan. This will cool down as you go along. 
Cook approxlmalel^ncmlnulc. 

Add sca]]loi»rifnjshrooms and pimentoes, 
constantly shaking the pan. Add ground 
garlic. Pour Chablls over the garlic to pre- 
vent It from burning. If garlic does bum, 
throw it away, and start over. 

Shake, and cook until chicken Is . almost 
done, and the mushrooms' color changes. 
Turn heat down a little bll. Add whipping 
cream.- It should boll in seconds. Put the 
fiist egg yolk into the mixture very fast, 
stirring vigorously — In order not to end up 
wilh scrambled egg yolk. Then add the se- 
cond yolk In Ihc same manner. This should 
thicken to a sauce In 30 seconds or less. If it 
doesn't, you have done something wrong. 

Quickly stir in Parmesan'chccsc. Cook 20 


seconds. Add the cooked llngulnc and mix. 
Pul on a platter and serve. This flatly covers 
the bottom of a 9-Inch plate, and could 
possibly serve two. 

"For this dish, the most I’ll do Is two serv- 
ings In a pan. Then I go into another pan to 
make sure that my consistency will be accu- 
rate. because the less portions you are cook- 
ing. the more control you have over It." he 
says. 

CLARIFIED BXJTTER 

Use an aluminum or other thick pot. 
Stainless steel will not work, but, stainless 
steel wilh a copper bottom will. 

Heat 1-2 pounds butter (not margarine) 
and bring to a good'boil. When a foam rises 
and there is a good foam on top, tilt the pan 
a little, and skim the foam with a large 
Indel. The foam wiil be white. Keep skimm- 
ing until you begin to see a darker yellow. 
Skim each time after foam rises. The foam 
will be a little bit yellower bflcr this. 

When the butter turns "a cloudy yellow, 
turn heal down aod let simmer on low. 
Whenever you sec another foam rise, skim 
again — approximately 4 or 5 limes. When it 
has turned to a clear liquid, turn heat off 
and skim again. It must be clear. 

The process might take up to an hour and ' 
a half. Never stir, but keep a good watch on : 
It. The last skim will be scant. The result 


will be pure butter oils wilh a butler flavor. 
It will never bum, and will keep without 
refrigeration. • . 

For a good dessert that’s "nice, short and 
sweet," he recommends (3rand Mamicr 
Strawberry Roll.

Use a snifter that is not too narrow on tOp 
or champagne glasses.

nicely into the diet of anyone 
watching their cholesterol Intake 
or counting calorio.s, So is it real- 
ly any lielier for you than It was 
10 years ago? 

In a word, yes. Tlie pork in- 
dustry has spent a sizable 
amount of time and, money in not 
only re.struclurlng the hog itself, 
but also in updating cooking 
mclhnds to conform wilh the new 
end |>roduct. 

The fresh pork products found 
in today’.s meal counters arc 
definitely different from tho.se 
most of us were raised on, The, 
meat is leaner and the trim is 
belter; revisions that have taken 
place without removing the 
essential flavor of this popufnr 
meat. 

But. and this is Important to 
anyone who likes pork and serves 
it oflcn, if you cook the modern 
pork using Ihc old time and 
Icmpenilure gulilclinc.s, you un- 


doubtedly will wind up wilh a dry, 
tasteless entree that strongly 
resembles shoe Icalhcr. 

Today’s recommendations from 
the N.-kilonal Pork Producers 
Council arc to cook pork roasts to 
an internal temperature of IGO 
degrees rather than Ihc old 170 
degrees. In fact, most current In-
